It has already been pointed out tha t in 
the east as a rule the most prolonged and most 
severe cases of spring hay fever are caused 
y 


U™°mothv>1is,Dof course, a valuable grass and while 
it stands in som ewhat the same relation to spring 
hay fever as rag weed does to the fall 
t y ^ of ha y 
fever, it is doubtful if it is possible or desirable to 
prohibit the growing of timothy hay. 
It is ta t 
mated that east of the state of K ansas betw een 
SO per cent and 9 0 per cent of fall hay fever is due 
lo the common rag weed. 
The rag weed is in a 
very different class from timothy. 
So far as is 
k nown, rag weed serves no useful purpose. 
It and 
many other weeds w'hich we have m entioned should 
be exterm inated. 
Many grasses have pollen of considerable size 
and their pollen is not carried to a great distance. 
On this account, when cities have endeavored to 
control early hay fever caused 
by 
these 
grasses 
their efforts have been attended w ith considerable 
success. 
At the other extreme, however, is the pollen ot 
the rag weed, whose buoyancy is so great that a 
wind velocity of twenty miles or m ore will carry 
it several miles. 
The education of the public in 
the noxiousness of these weeds from a hay fever 
standpoint is of the greatest importance. 
When 
this has been accomplished suitable legislation will 
be enacted. 
T here are m any people, sufferers from hay fe­ 
ver, who do not realize that common weeds are the 
cruse of their suffering. 
There are many other 
people who allow weeds in their back yards and 1 
vacant lots or along their roadsides to go uncut be- ! 
ause they lik ewise do not understand that by a1- , 
lowing these weeds to grow' uncheck ed they are 
bringing suffering to many persons who may be 
living even a t distances considerably removed from 
the weed patches. 
lf noxious weeds are prevented from reaching the 
stage of pollenation much hay fever will be erad­ 
icated. 
The method of stamping out hay fever 
weeds is naturally a question of convenience 
and 
economy. 
In tilled land the most effective m ethod 
of eradication is, of course, careful cultivation. 
W here this is not practicable, weeds may be 
k ept down by grazing 
cattle 
and 
sheep. 
When 
neither of these methods is available, weeds should 
be destroyed or cut before they reach the pollen 
stage as this will prevent both the pollenating and 
the form ing of seeds. 
Along roadsides it is some­ 
times m ore economical to use some form of chem­ 
ical weed k iller. 
If these m ethods are carried out for a few years 
the results will, it is believed, justify both the cost 
and the energy expended, at least in many local­ 
ities. 
The m ost im portant hav fever weeds, however, 
such as the rag weeds have not been specified in
